to tyme, one ruler among the Jewes whiche 
was cholen fo; his excellẽcy in vertue a (pez 
cialp.tultice. wherfore he was called the wge 
vntil the Iſraelites deſired of almighty god, 
to let the haue a kyng, as other people had: 
who appoputed to thepin- aul, to be theyz 
kyng, who exceded all other in ſtature. 

¶ And fo ſucceſſiuely one kyng gouerned at 
the people of Iſraell, vnto the tyme of Ro⸗ 
boa3,fon of the noble kbyng Salomon Who 
bepnge vnlyke to his father in wyſedome, 
pracifed tprany among his people, Wher⸗ 
foze. ix. partes of theym, whyche thep called 
Tribus, foxfoke hym, ¢ elected Hieroboam, 
late ſeruaunt to Salomon, to be their beng, 
onely the.r.parte remaynyng with Koboaz.

depopulate the countreye, and brought the

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Spo that durpnge the tpine, that two hinges 
raped ouer tie Jewes, was ener contuiual 
bataple among theym felfes: where phone 
ipnge had alwape rayned ipke to Dauid o2

Hut bycaule there appered to be 
in him the pꝛiſtinate cuctozitie and marefite 
of a kynge, they wolde no longer ſuffre hym 
to continue in that dignity, than by the ſpace 
of.vi.monethes, excepte he than reſigned it. 
and by the confente of the people eftfones 
dyd reſume it. Finally vntyll Octauius Au⸗ 
guſtꝰ had deſtroied Anthony, and allo Bru⸗ 
tus:and Einhed all the Ciuile warres(that 
were.fo called bycauſe they were betwene 
the fame felfe Romayn eitesins ) the citie o£ 
Rome was neuer long quiete From Factions 
ozfedicions amonge the people. Andt£ the 
‘nobles of Rome had not bene men o€ excel- 


lent learnyng, wyſedome, and prowelle, and 


that the Senate, the moſte noble counfapile 
in all the wozlde , wh iche wag kyꝛſte oꝛdey⸗ 
ned by Romulus, and encreafed by Cultus 
Hoftilius,the thyꝛd kyng of Romayns, bad 
not continucd,and with great difficultie re⸗ 
tepned thep: auctozitie, J ſuppoſe berelp, 
that the citie of Rome had bene per pe 
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folate fone after the expellyng of Tarquine. 
And (Ett had ten eftfones renuzd,tt huld ha 
uc ben twẽty times diſt roied, before the tome 
that Auguſtꝰ reigned:ſo much diſcorde was 
euer in the citie for lacke of ove gouernour. 
¶ ut what nede we to fearche fo fer from 
bs, fens we haue Cufficient exahiples nere 
bnto vs: Behold tie aftate of florence and 
Gene, noble cities of Ftaly, what calanite 
haue they bothe ſuſteyned by theyz owne faz 
ctions, for lacke of a continuall gouernour:

thegreat. father tothe greate Alerander, that he was 
Epaminon deliuered in hottage to the Chebancs, where 
Dastuto, he waskepte and bꝛought vp vnder the gos 
to kynge uernaunce of Cpammondas,a noble and va 
Philip. ante capitapne,of whom he recepucd fuche 
learning, as wel in actes marttal,astn other 
ipberall {crences , that he excelled all other 
kpnges,that were before his tyme in @reces 
and finally as wel by wyſedome as prowes, 
ſubdued ail that countrep? 
Reonidas @ semblablp he ordeyned foz his fonne I⸗ 
tutorto lexander anoble tutoz,called Leonidas, vnto 
kyng Ales whom foz his wyledome, humanitie, and ler 
xander ning, he committed the rule and preeminence 
ouer al the mapfters and Ceruauntes of Ale⸗ 
gander. In whom not withftandpng was 
Suche a familier vyce, whiche Blerander ap-

@ Thus dyd the valiant Achilles (Homere 
fapcth who after the fharpe and vehement 
contention, betwene him and Agamemnon, 
forthe takyng awap of bis concubme: wher 
by be being Cet in a fury, had ſlain Agamem⸗ 
fon, emperour of the Grekes army, had not 
Pallas the goddes withdiawen his hande. 
In whiche rage he all inflamed , departed 
With his peple to his owne hyppes, that lay 
at rode,intending to haue retourned into his

to pꝛiſon, oꝛ to put him to tozxtures O what 
miſery wasit,to be fubicete to Cuche a myn⸗ 
ſtrell, wm whole mulpke was no melody but 
angupſhe and dolour? 
Al Zt were therfore better, that no mufphe 
were taught to a noble mai, than bp the ex⸗ 
ade knotoledge therof, he Hulde haue therin 
inordinate delyte: and by that beiliected to 
wantonnes, abandonyng grauitic and the 
neceſſary cure and offtce in the publike weal 
to hym commptted. 
¶ Kynge Philip, whan he hearde that his 
fonne Alexander dyd ſynge ſwetely and pros 
pꝛely, rebuked hym gentylly, ſlayeng, But as 
lexander, be pe not aſchamed, that pe can ſyng 
fo wel and conninglyr wherby he mene

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the open pꝛofeſſion of that crafte was but of 
a bale eſtimation. And that tt fuffited a nos 
ble man, hauyng therin knoweledge, epther 
to vſe it fecretelp , for the refrethpng of his 
wytte, whan he hath time of Colace:o2els on⸗ 
ip herpng the contention of noble muficiens, 
to gpue tudgement in the ercellencie of theyz 
cunnynges. hele be the caufes, wherunto 
hauyng regarde, mulpke is not oncly tolle⸗ 
table,but alfo cOmendable. Foꝛ as Ariftotle 
fapeth: Mulike in the olde tyme was num⸗

Among whom the prowes of Alexander aps 
gered ercellpng all other , the refpoue of bis 
lortes after the value and eſtimation of thete 
coutage,euery man fet out in ſuch forward: 
nes, as thep than femed moze prompte to the 
helpyng of thep: maifter, that ts to Cape, one 
late aferd than an other. 
EF hidias the Athentente, whom all wꝛy⸗ 
ters do commende , made of yuozy the ſimu⸗ 
lachze oꝛ ymage of Jupiter, honoured bp the 
gentples , onthe hyghe hplleof Olympus: 
whiche was done fo ercellently that antes 
nus , a counpnge paynter therat admaruap: 
ipng, required the craftis man, to ſhewe him 
where he had the erample, 02 paterne of Coo 
noblea warke. Chan Phidias aunlwered, 
that he hadde taken tt out of thre berles of 
Homere the poete : the fentence wherof ens 
fucth as wel as my pooze wptte can erpꝛeſſt 
it in engliche. 
Than Jupiter, the Father of thers all 
Mherto aleuted with hrs bꝛowes blacke, 
Ehaking his heare,  therwith dpd tet fal 
W coitengce,that mar all heuen to quake. 
¶ Where it isto benoted, that Chetis the 
mother of Achilles telired Jupiter to a 
iS 
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his fauour to the part of the Troians. 

¶ Nowe (as J haue before ſayd) F intende 
trot bp thefe examples , to make of a pꝛynce 
oꝛ noble mannes Conne a commune papneer 
0; keruer, which hal prefent him Celfe opens 
ip, fapned 02 embꝛued with ſondꝛy colours, 
or powdered witl the dulte of tones that he 
cutteth , 02 perfumed with tedpous ſauours 
of the metalles by hym poten.

Dpgupties among the Romapnes. 

¶ Alexander the emperour cauled his maps 
fter Julius ffronto,to be conlul:which was 
the highek offtce,and m a ftate nexte the ems 
perourzand alfo optepned of the Cenate, that 
the ftatue 02 image of fronton was let bp 
amonge the noble princis. 
¶ What cauled Cratane to be foo good a 
prince (tH Co moche that of late dayes, whan 
an Einprour receiued his crowne at Rome, 
the people with a commune crpe delpred of 
god, that hemoughte be as good as was 
@raiane) but that he hapned to haue plus 
tarche, the noble phploloper,to be his ins 
ſtructour:

¶ Moreouer, the ſweete Flocrates exlhogz 
teth the kyng Micocles, whom he inſtructeth 
taleaue behpnde hym ftatues and pmages 
that (hall reprefent rather the fygure and ſi⸗ 
militude of his mpnde, than the features of 
his body, Cignifieng therbp the remembzance 
of his actes wꝛytten in bphozes.

an incomparable ſwetenes and example of 
ipupng,Cpectallp for the conductpng and wel 
orꝛderyng of hoſtes oꝛ armicgs Andtherfore 
the noble &Scipton; who was called Affrica⸗ 
nus as well in peace as in warte, was neuer 
{ene without this boke of Renophon. ; 
¶ With hym may be topred Qhuintus Lue 
tius, who witeth the lpfe'of kyng Alexan⸗ 
der, elegantly and Cwetelp. Jin whom maye 
. He founden the kygure of an excellent prince, 
as he that tncomparabip excelled al other kin 
ges and emperours tn wyſedome hatopnes, 
ftrength, policy, agilitie, valpant courage, 
nobtlitic, libcralitic, and courtatly. Wibberin

@ Julius Ceſar and Haluk, kor they: coms 
pendious wꝛytinge, to the vnderſtandynge 
wherof,is required ancrad and perfec tuge 
ment, and alfo kor the erquifite order of bat⸗ 


. tayle, and contynuyng of the hiſtoꝛy, with⸗ 
- gut anp vatictie, wherby the peyne of {udp 


Ghulde be allcuiate, they two wolde be refers 
wed, vntpil he that Hhallrede theym, hall ſee 
Come experience in ſemblable mattiers. And 
than ſhall he finde in them fuch pleaſure and 
comimoditie as therwith a noble and gentpll 
harte ought to be ſatisfted. Foz in them bot 
dt (hall ſeme to a man, that he ts prefent and 
Hereth the counfailes and crhoztations of cas 
pitaynes, whiche be called Conciones, and 
that he feeth the oder of hoſtes, whan thep 
be embattapled, the fierfe allautes and. eric 
countringes of bothe armpes, the furiouſe 
rageof that monſter called warre. And he 
chall wene that be heareth the terrible Dintes 
of Cundsy weapons, and ozdpnance of bate 
tayle, theconduce and poltcies of wyſe and 
sexperte tapitaines, Cpectallp in the comunen- 
taries of Julius Lefar, whiche he made of 
bis exploiture in Fraunce and Bꝛytayn. ne 
: : 0 
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other countreys nowe reckened amonge the 
prounces of Germany. Mhiche boke ts ſtu⸗ 
dioullp to be redde of the princis of this rez 
altne of Englande, and thep2 counfaplours : 
conlpderpng that thereof map be taken nes 
ceſſarye inftrudions concernpna the warres 
agaynſt Iryſſhe men o2 Hcottes : who be of 
the fame rudenes and wyld difpofition, that 
the Huiles and Writons were in the tyme 
of Lelar. 

¶ Semblable vtilitie Hal be founden in the 
hiſtozie of Citus Liuius, in his thprde De⸗ 
cades, where le wrteth of the bataples, that 
the Komaynes had with Anniball and the 
Charthaginenles. 

¶ Rilo there be dpucrs-orations,as well in 
all the bokes of the fapd aucours, as in the 
bpftozie of Coꝛnelius Tacitus, whieh be vez 
ty deledable, and fo: counfaples verp erpes 
Dient to be had in memoyy. 

¶ Gnd in good Faith J haue often thought, 
that the confultations and opattons, wꝛitten 
by Tacitus, do import a maicſtie, with a cos 


pendious cloquence therin conteyned. 


¶ In the learnyng of thefe autours,a pong 
gentpll man, Hail be taught to note z marke, 
not onelp tlhe oꝛdꝛze and elegancyp, in declara⸗ 
tion of the hyſtoꝛy, but alfo the oceafion of 
he warres, the counfailes and preparatione 
on eyther parte, the eſtymation of the capps 
¢apnes, the maner and fourme of they1 gos 
uernance, the continuance of the bataple, the 
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foxtune t ſucceſſe of the holle affapres. Heme 
blablp out of the warres, in other dayly afs 
fapres, the altate of the publpke weale, pf tt 
be prolperous 02 in decay, what ts the berpe 
occafion of the one oꝛ of the other, the forme 
and maner of the gouernace therof,the good 
and pucli qualities of theym that be-rulers, 
the commodities and good fequele of vertue, 
tie diſcommodities and puell conclufpon of 
vicious lycente. 
¶ Surely tf a noble man do thus ſeriouſly 
and diligently rede hyſtories, J date affirme, 
there is no ſtudy oꝛ ference for hym of equall 
cõmoditie and pleafurc, yaupnge tegarde to 
cuctp tyme and age. 
¶ By the tpme that the chplde Doth come to 
rou. peres of age, to the intent his courage 
be O2pdled with reafone, it were nedefull to 
rede bute hym Come warkes of philofophy, 
{pecially that parte that maye enforme hym 
vnto bertuous maners, whiche part of phi⸗ 
lofophpe ts called moꝛalle. Wherfoꝛe there 
wolde beredde to hym for an introdudion, 
two the (prt bokes of the wark of Ariftotle 
called Ethice. wherin is contemed the defint 
tions t proper Cignificatios of euery vertue. 
and that to be learned in greke, for the trans 
Elations that we pet haue, be but a rude and 
groſſe Hadowe of the eloquence and wples 
dome of Ariſtotle. 
¶ Forthewitlh wolde folowe the warke o€ 
Cicero, called in latine Ve officiis, sa

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to pet is no propre englyſſhe worde to be gy⸗ 
tren, but to proupde fo it ſome maner of ers 
pofition, it may be ſayde in this fourme, DE 
the dueties and maners appertaining to mé. 
¶ Hut abou all other, the warkes of Pla⸗ 
to wolde be moſt fiusioullp redde, whan the 
tugement of a man is come to perfcction,and 
bp the other ſtudies is inſtructed in the Come 
of ſpeakynge that philofophers vied. Lowe 
god, what incomparable fweteneffe of wor 
des and matter hal he kynd in the Cavd war⸗ 
hes of Plato and Cicero, wherin is topned 
granitic with deletation, ercellent wyſedom 
With diuine eloquence, ablolute vertue with

pleaſure incredible, and euery place is ſo in⸗ 


farced with profitable coũſayle,iopned with 
honetty, that thofe thre bokes be almott fufs 
ficientto make a perfecte and ercellente gos 
uernour. 

¶ The pzouerbes of Daloms, with the bo⸗ 
kes of Eccleſiaſtes and Eccleftatticus,be ves 
rp good leffons.

MRoter. (whiche he wiote to Lharles, nowe 
being emperour, and than prince of Laftile) 
whiche boke is intituled, the Inſtitution of 


a chꝛiſten price, wold be as familtare alwap 


with gentplinen, ac alltymes andin euerye 
age, as was Womere with the greate kpnge 
Zlexander, 0: E¥cnophon with Stipio. Fos 
ag al men map tuge that haue red the warke 
of Eraſmus, there was neuer boke wzitten 
inlatine, that tn Co lptell a portion contepned 
of ſentente, eloquence, and bertuous exhoꝛ⸗ 


tation, a moze compendious abundance. 


¶ Aud here J make an ende of thelearning 
and ſtudy, wherbp noble men mape attapne 
to worthy to haue aucozitie ina publpke 
weale. 

¶ Alwaye J ſhall exhorte tutours and go⸗ 
uernours of noble chpldzen, that they ſuffre 
them not, to bfe ingurgitations of meate os 
drynke, ne to ſſeape moche, that is to fap, as 
boue. viii. houres at the mofte. For vndou⸗ 
tedlyo, bothe repletion and Cuperfinous flepe 
‘be capital ennemies to ſtudy, as thep be ſem⸗ 
blablp to bealthe of body and foule. 

¶ Aulus Gellius ſaythe, that chyldren, pl 


thep vfe to cate and Clepe ouermoch, be mate 


thers 
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cherwith dull to learne. And we fe,that ther 
of flownes is taken, and the chpldzcns pers 
Conages do ware vncomely, and growe lefle 
a ftature. Galene wplle not permptte, that 
pure wyne, without. alap of water, Mulde 
in anp wyle be gpuen to chyldren, for as mos 
she as it humneceth the bodye, 0; maketh tt 
mopfter and hotter, than is conuenent: alfo 
it kylleth the head with kume, in theym {pes 
cially, whyche be lphe, as chyldren of hotte 
and mopite temperature. hele be welnigh 
the woꝛdes of the noble Galene.

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4he vniuerſal aſſembly of the gretteft clerkeg 
of the worlde, be by alonge tyme dyſputed 
with phylofephers and Khetoricyens, whi⸗ 
che were eſtemed mooſte crcelicnt and by the 
sugemente of then that were prefente, hadde 
“the palme orreward of victoꝛie⸗ And pet by 
the gouctnantce of that noble cmpercur, Dot 
sonelp the publyke weale floryſhed, but alloo 
dyuers rebellions were ſuppzeſſed, and the 
snaieftre of the empyꝛe hugelp increaſed.

fondapes. Bnd yet in thele wozdes of ae 
noble 
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noble doctour, is not ſo general difpraple to 
all daunſyng as Come men do Cuppofe. and 
that fo2 two cauſes. Fyzſt in bis comparifon 
he pieferrety nat before danſyng, oꝛ ioyneth 
therto any vycious erercple, but annecteth tt 
with tyllyng and dpagpng of the carth, whi: 
the be labours incident to mans lyuyng, and 
in theym ts contepned nothpng thats vyci⸗ 
ous. Wherkoꝛe the preeminéce therof aboue 
daunfpng, qualifpenge the offence, thep be⸗ 
inge Dore Out oF Duc tyme, thats to Cape in 
an holy day, concludeth nat daunſynge to be 
at all tymes and in euery maner bnlaufull og 
vicious, conſyderynge that in certayne cafes 
of extreme neceflitie, menne moughte bothe 
plough and delue without doing to god anp 
offence. Bifo it Hall Ceme to them, that ſeri⸗ 
oullp do erampn the Capd wordes that ther: 
in, Saint Zugultine doth nat prohibite dans 
ſynge ſo generally, asitits taken, but onelp’ 
fuche dautifes, which (as ZF late ſayd) were. 
fuperftitious , ⁊ contepned in them a (pice of. 
podolatrie, or els dpd with vncleane motions 
03 countenauntes itritate the myndes of the 
dauncers to venereall iuftes. Wherby forni- 
sation and aduoutry were daplp incteaſed. 
Hilo tn thofe daunces were entcrlaced dities 
of wanton loue oꝛ ribaudzp, with frequent 
remembrance of the mofte bile pdols, Genug 
and Wacelhus,as it were that the datice were 
to therr honour and memony, whiche moofte 
Of all, abhoꝛted from Chꝛiſtis religion, ſaue⸗ 
—2 se tpng 
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epng the auncient errout 03 paganifme. 

¶ F wolde to god thofe names were not at 
this dape vled in balades and ditties, in the 
courtes of princis and noble men, where ma⸗ 
hy good wyttis be cozrupted with femblable 
fantafies, whichein better wpe emploped, 
mought haue bene more necellary tothe pu⸗ 
bipke weals and theyz princis honour . But 
owe wyll J leaue thts Cerious matter to diz 
uines, to perſwade 02 diſſuade herein, accoʒ⸗ 
opng to they; offices. And fens in mpne opi⸗ 
tion ſaynct Auguitine, that bleed clerke rez 
pꝛoueth not fo generally all daunfpnge, but 
that J may laufullp reherſe Come kynd thers 
of, whiche map be necePſſarye, and alfo coms 
mendable, takyng tt fo: att excreife: I thall 
nowe procede to ſpeake of the Epalte begpn- 
nyng therof, and in howe great eftimation it 
twas had in dyuers regions.

and in the meane tyme, Jupiter was conueps 


‘ed Into Phrigia, where Haturne alfo pur⸗ 


fupnge hym, Rhea ſemblably taught the peo 
ple there, called Coribantes, to daunte in an 
nother fourme : wherwith Saturn was eft: 
fons demulccd and appaifed. Whithe fable 
hath a reſemblante to the hyſtory of the bible 


an the kyzſte boke of kpnges, where itis re: 


membred, that Saute, whoine god chafe frd 


a keper of affes, to be kynge of Fewes(who 


in ftattire erceiled, anD twas aboue all other 
men by the head) declinpng Frome the lawes 
and preceptes of god, was poſſeſſed vf an 
puelifpirite, whiche often tpines turmentedD 
and bered hym: and other remedy founde he 
none, but that Dautd, which after hym was 
kpnge, beinge at that tpmea propre chpide, 
and plaping Cwetelp ona harp, with his ples 
fant and perfed harmony, reduced his mpnd 
into his pultpnate eftate: and durpnge the 
tpine that be plaped, the ſpirite ceſſed to vere

And GE L O,not withs 
andynge his Folpfthe curiofitee, at the laſt 
was {layne of his people moofte miſcrably.

¶ ilo in Indie, where the people honozeth 
the fon,thep aſſemble togpther, and wha the 
fonne fyrfte appcreth,iopned all in a daunce, 
thep Calute hym, ſuppoſyng that fo2 as moch 
as he moueth without ſenſible noife,tt pleaz 


- feth hym bett to be lyke wyſe faluted, that is 


to fay with a pleafante motion and ſilence. 
¶ Che interpretours of lato do chpnke,

in bataple agapne thep: ennemies, in fourme 
and maner of daunſyng. 3 
¶M Semblabive: the olde inbabitauntes of 


Ethiopia, at the iopnpng of theyz battayles. 
and whan the trumpettes and other inſtru⸗ 


mentes foune, they daunce: and in fede of a 
quiuer,thep haue theic dartes fet about their 
heaws, like to rapes 02 beames of the fonne, 
wherwith thep teleue that thep put theps ens 
nemics in feare. 

¶ Alſo it was not leful for anp of thé,to cath 
any dart at his enemie but datifing. And noé

¶ Suppole pe,that the Romapnes, whiche 
in grauiticof maners paſſed the @reekes, 
had not gret pleafure tn daunfpngy Did not 
Romulus, the fyrt kyng of Romaines, and 
‘builder of the cpte o€ Rome, oꝛdeyne certain 
prieites and mynyſters to the god Mars, 
whom he aduaunted to be his father ¢ whys 
che pricites, fo; as moche as certapne tpmes 
they daunfed about the cptie with tergates, 
that they ymagined to fall from heuen; were 
called mlatine Salii, whyche mto engiplihe 
gmap be tranflated daũſers: who cõtinued fo 
jong tyme in reuerence amdg the Romains. 
that bnto the tyme that they were ch2pitned, 
¢he noble menne and princis chpldzen there, 
bong moche diligence and Cuite, couepted te 
be of the colicge of the Capde daunſers. 
¶ Worzcouer, the emjrrours,that were moſt 
noble, delitcd in daunſyng, perceiuyng therin 
to be a perfecte mealure, whpche map be cals 
fed modulation : wherin fome daunfers of 
olde tyme foo wonderfullp excelled, that thep 
wolde plapnelp erpreffe in Daunlpng , with: 
out anye wordes,o02 dptic, hyſtoꝛies with the

¶ At Wome, iw the tpme of Mero, there was 
aphiloſopher called icbiiabiatdteddainte

doggyſhe. Chis Demetrius often reprouing

¶ Ft is to be confitered,that in the Caid an⸗ 
cient time, there were Diucrs maners of Dats 

yng, whiche varied in the names, lykewyle 

as they dydde in tunes of the inftrument, as 

femblablypc, we haue at this Daye. Hut thole 

names, Come wore generall, Come were(pes 

ciall, the generall names were gyuen of the 

vnuerfal fourme of daunfpng, wherby was 

reprefentcd the qualitics 03 conditions of 

fondiy altates:as the maieſty cf pꝛincis was 

Mewedin that daunfe whyche was named 

Eumelia,and belonged to tragedies: d1falue 

motions,and wanton countenatices, in that 
which was called Cordax,and pertained to 
3.4, COMO 
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eotnedies : toherin men of bale hauiout only 
daunted. Pifoo the fourme of battaple and 
kyghtynge mn armure, was expꝛeſſed in thole 
daunſes, whiche were called Enopliz. Allo 
there was a lipnde of daunfpng called Hore 
mus of all the other mooſt lyke to that, whi⸗ 
ehe is at this time pled, wherindaiifed pong 
menne and may dens: the manne expzeſſynge 
in bis motion and countenance ftrength and 
courage, apt for the warres:the mayden mos 
peration and Mamefaltnes , whyche repze⸗ 
Cented a pleafaunte consuncion of foꝛtitude 
and temperaunce.

Jt is a qualitie,pꝛo⸗ 
cedyng of wptte and experietice , bp the whi⸗ 
ehe a manne percepreth quickelp , inuenteth 
kreſhely, and counfapicth ſpedily: wherfoxe 
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eraltely and depelp vnderſtande in all afape 
res, what (5 erpedient, and by what meanes 
and wapes, they map Coneft erplopte thepm. 
And thofe thinges, in whome other men tras 
uaple, a perfon induſtreous lyghtly and with 
facilitie ſpedeth, and findeth nero wapes and 
meanes to bapng to effecte that he deſlpzeth. 
GI. Amonge opuers other remembꝛed in hy⸗ 
ftorpes ſuche one amonge the greekes , was 
Altibiades, who beynge in. chpldehoode 
moofte ampable of allothcr , and of moots 
fubtyle wptte, was intruded by Hocrates. 
The ſayde Alcibiades , by the harpenes of 
his wytte, the doctrine of Socrates, and by 
hts owne experience in ſondꝛy aftapzes in the 
commune weate of the Athenienſes, became 
(oo induſtrious, that wereit good oz puell 
¢hat he enterpufled, nothpng almofte efcaped 
¢hat be acheued nat, were the thyng neuer fo 
difficyle (02 as who fapth impenttrable:and 
that manpe Conde thinges , as well for bis 
countrey,as alfo agayne it, after that, be for 
his moꝛdinate pzyde and lecherp was out of 
Mehenes exrpled. 
¶ Among the Romains, Latus Fulius Lez 
Car, which fir toke bpon hem the perpetuat 
rule and gonernaunce of the empire , is ands 
ile craumple of induſtrie, for in bis incõpa⸗ 
rable warres,and bulines aloft incredible, 
he dyd not onelp ercogitat moft excellent wl: 
licies and deuyſes, to vanquyſhe oꝛ ſu bdewe 
his ennemies,but allo pꝛoſecuted them — 
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fuche celerptie and effecte ; that dpuers and 
manpe tymes he was in the campe of his ens 
sempes , 0: at the gates of thew townes , op 
 fortreffes, whan they Curpofed, that be shits 
hoſte had ben two days tournep from thens, 
leauyng to thepm no tpme 02 leplure, to con⸗ 
Cult 02 prepare again him fufficist reſiſtence. 
And ouer that,this qualitte, Induftrie, Co ret: 
gned in him, that he him Celfe wolde miniſtre 
to bis ſecretaries at one tyme < inftante , the 
contentes of the ſondzye eppitles oz letters. 
Alſoo it is a thyng wonderfull to remembze, 


that he bepng a prpnee of the motte auncient 


and noble houfe of the Romaines, and frons 
the tyme that he came to mannes aftatc, als 
moſt continually in warres, alfo of glory its 
fatiable,of courage inuicible coulde itt affat= 
res of ſuche wmpoztaunce and difficultic , og 
(whyche ts moche more to be meruapled at 
mowe ) wolde foo exactly wꝛyte the hiſtorye 
OF his owne actis and geftes:that For the nas 
tive ¢ inimitable eloquence, in expzeſſyng the 
counſailes, wuifes cõuentions, pꝛogreſſions.

wen bp them of the cite, was Demaunded, 
who had fo disfygured hyn, Tinto whome 
be antwered, with apparant tokens of bes 
upnes, that foꝛaſmoche as he had gyuen to 
Xerxes counfaple and aduple, to be reconciz 
led vnto they: citie, he being meued with ire 
and oplplealure towarde hym, in ee 
crue 
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eruell wyſe, cauled hym to be ſoo ſhametful⸗ 
ipmutulate. Addyng thervnto repzochefull 
woꝛdes agaynſt Rerres. The Babylonians 
beholdynge his miſerable alate, and the to⸗ 
Kens, which(as tt Cewed to them) approued 
his words to be true, moch pitied bymidind 
as well fo2 the grzate wyſedome, that thep 
knew to bc in hym, as for the occafion; whis 
che thep Cuppofed ſhoulde incenfe hym to be 
Mortly aucnaed, made hym theyz chiefe ca⸗ 
pitapue, and commyptted hoolp to hym the 
gouernaunce and defence of theyr city: whis 
che happened in euery thynge accordpnge to 
his exp ctation. Whervpon be ſhortly gave 
notice to thekpnge of all his affapres and 
explopturcs, And fynallye Coo endeuoured 
hym Celfe, by his wyſedome, that be. accozs 
ded the kynge andthe cptie, withoute any 
loſſe o Damage to epther o€ them. Where⸗ 
fore on a tyme the ſayde hpnge Xerxes, tuts 
tpnge an odly greate pomegarnate,aud bes 
holdyng it fayae and full of kernelles, ſayde 
inthe pretence of althiscounfaple:e hadde 
leauer jane ſuche oone frende, as Zopirus 
was; thanne asmanp Babplons, as there 
were kernels inthe pomegarnate. And allo 
that be rather wolde, that Zopirus were res 
ftored agayn to bis nofe;and his eaves; than 
to haue a hundzꝛed Cuche cities as Babylon 
mas. WObiche by the report of wꝛiters was

Wut where force conftrapnethe hym to as 
byde, and nepther power oꝛ wyledome al⸗ 
faved, maye ſuffyſe to efcape, but wpll he o3 
noo, he mufte nedes perplive, there dothe he 
gaciently ſuſteyne deth, whiche ts the ende oF 
all euyls. Bnd lyke as an excellent Phiſition 
cureth motte dangerous difeafes and dead⸗ 
iy woundes: fo Dothe a man thatts baliant, 
auaunce hym Celfe as inuyncible in thynges 
that do ſeme mofte terrible, not vnaduyſed⸗ 
iy, and as it were tna beallly rage, butof a 
gentplle courage, and with premedptation, 
epther bp vyctorꝛy, oꝛ by deathe wynnyng hos 
nour and perpetual memory, the tut reward 
of they: bertue.

@ DE this mance of balpance was Horas 
tius Cocles, an ancient Romaine, of whole 
exãple, Jhaue alredp twritté in the kyrſt boke 
where J commended the feate of ſwymminge. 
¶ Pirrhus, whome Inniball eſtemed to be 
the ſeconde of the moſte valyant capitapns, 
affaultpnge a ftronge foztreſſe in Sxctie tals 
led Erice, kyzſt of all other fealcd the i

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des, where he behaued hym fo valiantly, that 
ſuche as refpited Come he ſiewe, and other 
by his maieſtye and fperle countenance he 
bpd dplcomfpt. And finally before any of his 
atinp,entred the walles, and there alane ſu⸗ 
Kepner the hole bunt of bis ennemies, vntpl 
bis pele, whiche were without, at the lave 
enpil pug bpm, tered partly with ſhame, that 
they jad Co loft bpm, — with his coura⸗ 
gious example, toke good hart, and inkorced 
ctheym ſelues in ſuche wyſe, that they clym⸗ 
med the walles, and came to the ſuccour of 
adprrbus, and ſoo by his pꝛoweſſe wanne 
the garrifon, 
¶ MD bat baly ant hart was in the Komayn 
Mutius Sceuola, whiche whan Porcena, 
kpng of Etlnufcanes, bad by great. power, 
conftrapned the Romapnes, ta keepe theym 
within theyz citie, toke on hym the habite of 
a begger, and with a ſwoꝛde pꝛiuyly bpd vn⸗ 
der his garment, went to the enemies campe 
where he being taken for a begger, was nos 
thyng mpftrutted sand whan he ad eſpied 
the kynges pauillion, he dzewe him thpther, 
where he founde dpucrs noblemen Cpttpng. 
But for as moche as he certainly knelwe noe 
twhiche of them was the kynge, at the latte 
percepupng one to be in moe rych apparaple 
than anp of the other, and fuppofpnge hym 
fo be Poꝛtena, he oꝛ any manne efpicd hur, 
ftepte to the ſayde loꝛde, And with his 
ſworde gaue hym ſuche a ſtrooke, that he 
* iiii imme⸗ 
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immediatly dyed. And Sceuola being taken - | 
(fo2 he coulde not efcape Cuche a’ multitude) 
boldly confefed, that his bande erred, and 
that his tntente was to haue Ciapne kynge 
Porcena. WOberwith the kynge (as reafon 
was) allchaulfed, commaunded a great fire 
Forth with to.be mate, wherin &ceuola ſhuld 
haue ben brenned, but he nothynge abated, 
Capde to the kynge: Thynke nat Porcena 
that by mp deathe onelp , thou maÿſte efcape 
the handes of the Romapnes, fo: there be in 
the citie thre hundzed ponge men, ſuche as J 
amt, that be prepared to Clea the by one meas 
ues 02 other, and to the accopiyſhment thers 
of, be alfo determyned to Cuffreall tourmen⸗ 
tes, wherot thou fhalte haue of mean expe⸗ 
rience in thy fyght: and mcontpnentlp went 
to the Epre, whpche was made for to brenne 
bpm, and with a gladde countenance dydde 
put his hande tuto the flame; and there helde 
tt without chaungpuge of any countenance, 
vntyll bis Cayde yande was bienned vnto 
alſhes. In lyke wyle he wolde haue put bis 
other hande into the kyze, yf he bad not bene 
Withdawen by Porcens, who wonderynge 
at the valpant courage of Sceuola,lpcenced 
hym to retouene vnto the citie. ut whan 
he conſydered, that bythe wordes of Sce⸗ 
uola, fo gteata numbꝛe of ponge menne ot 
Cembiable pꝛoweſſe, were confederate to his:

¶ In what actes fortitude ts, and confides 
rations therto belongyng. La, ir, 


At all thoughe F hauc nowe reherſed 

} Cundzp examples, to the commendatia 

of Fortitude, concerupng actes mars 

tiall, pet by the wap J wold haue tt remem= 
bꝛed, that the praple ts proprelp to be refers 
ted vnto the vertue, that is to fap, to enters 
peple thpnges dieadefull, epther fox the pu⸗ 
blyke weale, 02 fo2 wynnynge of perpetuall 
honour, ojels fo. elchewyng reproche 02 diz 
Monour. Whervnto be annexed thefe confiz 
derations, what impoztaunce the enterprpfe 
is, aud wherkoꝛe itis doone, with the tpme 
and opoztunttie whan it ought to be doone, 
Foꝛ (as Culli ſayth) to entre tn battaplle, 
and to kyght bnadupfedly, is a thpng wplde 
and a maner of beattes : but thou thalt fight 
valpantly, whan time requyꝛeih and alfo nez 
ceſſitie And alway deathe is to be preferred 
before Seru (tude, oꝛ any dyſhoneſtye. And 
therefore the actes of anniball,agapnite the 
Haguntines, whiche neuer dyd him dilpleaz 
Ture, ts nat accounted fo: any Pr0welle. fick 
ther Lataline, whiche for his Cingular coms 
moditie, and a fewe other, makpug deteftas 
ble warres agapnite his owne countrep, en: 
tendynge to haue byenned the noble cytie of

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Wome, andto hane dyſtroyed all the good 
men, ts nat numbꝛed amonge valpant men, 
all hough be faught manly, and with sreat 
courage, vntyll he was Clapne. 
€ What auailed the boldnes of Watro and 
laminius, noble capttapns of omatnes,

Fabius, hauing onip trotk in their owne hae 
dynes, loft two noble atinies, wherbp the p⸗ 
wer of the Komayns, was npe veterip pes 
rpihed. Wherkoꝛe eftfones J fay, that a va⸗ 
liant man is be, that tothe tollerate o; Cuffre 
that, whiche ts nedefull,and in fuch wyle as 
is nedeful,ad for that which ts neveful, al 
Co wha it is nedekul. And he that lacketh any 
of thts map be called hardy, but not valiant. 
APozeouer,atthougy they, which be hats 
dy o perfons deſxerate, haue a ſimilitude and 
fenie to be valiant,pet be thep nat vahdat, no 
more that kynges in mayegames and enter⸗ 
judes be kynges. Foꝛ tbey that be hardy, er 
thep conte to the perpll, ſeme to be kierce and

titude. Linto this noble bertucbe attendant

¶ Julius Lelar, after he had the intier go⸗ 
uernaunce and dompnion of the emppre of 
Rome, neuce omptted labour and dilpgence 
as well m commune cauſes as priuate, con:

centes. Alſo helaboroutly and fudicullp di⸗

chan in an haſty reucnging. As tt was in An⸗ 
toninus the emperour,called the philofophee 


agaynſt whom rebelled one Caſſius, x vlur⸗ 


ped the emperiall maieſtie in Syria, and in 
the eaſt partes. Yet at the laſt the fame Lale 
{us beyng Clapne bp the capitapnes cf Anto⸗ 
nine nexte adiopnyneg, he therof vnwittyng, 
twas therwith Coore greued. And therfore ta⸗ 
kyng to him the chpldzen of Caſſius entreas 
ted theimbonozably, wherby he acquired euet 
after , the incomparable and moofte aſſured 
foue of his Cubtectes. 

As toch diſhonour and hatred his ſonne

bozowed oute of the latine, Hall not content 
all men, and Cpectallp thent, whom nothpuge 
contenteth oute of they; aceultome Mumpfiz 
mus: J wyl aduenture to put for Magnani⸗ 
mitic,a worde more familar, calipng tt good 
Courage, whpche hauing relpect to the ſaid 
dekinitiõ, Hal not ſeme moche inconuenient. 
Gut nowe concernpng a more larger deſcri⸗ 
ption of the fapde vertue. Ariſtotle ſaythe: 
That manne Cemeth to be of noble courage, 
that is woth, alo ingeth him felf worthy 
to haue thpnges that be great.

berp difficileand full of labour and perylle. 
as welle concernpnge mannes ipfe, as manp 
other thynges therto perteynyng. 

And afterwarde thelame Cull ſaythe: 
@&o efteme lyttell thoſe thpnges, whyche vn⸗ 
to the moze part of men ſemeth excellent, and 
alſo with reaſon firme: ſtable to contemne 
them, is ſygne of a noble and valyaunt cou⸗ 
rage.Alſo to tollerate thoſe thypnges, whyche 
do feeme bytteros greuous (wherof there be 
many in the lyke of manne,and in foztune) in 
Cuche wyfeas thou departe not frome the 
attate of nature, nepther frome the worſhyp 
pertempng vnto a wife manne, bctokencth a 
good courage, and alfoo. moche conſtaunce. 
¶ Bp this it ſemeth, that MAGNAN Iz 
M LT IE, 02 good courage,is ag it were the 
garmente of vertue, wherwitl Me is Cette 
outc (as Jmoughte Cape) to the vttermoſte.

kimte armye: wich a noble courage profred, 
not onelp to defende his owne countrep, but 
alfo with a ſmal hott to paffe feas into Afia, 
and frome thens epther to bipng victozpe oF 
the Perſians, oꝛ els a Cure ꝛ honoꝛable peace 
Sith whole courage, the Lacedemones 
hyghely recomforted, delpucred vnto hym.z. 
thoufande fouldiours, with the whpche hoſt 
he wenteinto lta, and there vainquifthed 
the Perſlians andretourned iotfully mnte bis 
countrepe, with his people all fauife, to bis 
perpetual renoume, and alfo the honour and 
furetic of all Greece. 

¶ antigonus king of Macedonia, beyng on 
the fea, one of his capitapnes aduifed him to 
departe Caping: Che nauye of his ennempe 
was modthe areatter in noumbze than bis: 
whetunto with a noble courage he aunſwe⸗ 
ted: And for: howe many hpppes accounte 
pou our perfones wherwith hrs people toke 
fuche counforte, that they boldelp dyd Cette 
Eueth2,and vaynquiſhed thep: enempes.

hym, that Rynande kyng of Scottes, hadde

and great perfonages, wolde ſuffre them fel- 
fes to be ſubdued bp fo lytell bodp as Ed⸗ 
gare was. Edgare diffembled and anfwered 
nothyng, but fatnyng to go on buntpna,toke 
with hym the Scottpihe kynge in his com⸗ 
pany, andpurpolelp withdrewe hrm frome 
chem that were with hym: And cauſyng by a 
Cecrete feruaunt,two Cwerdes to be conueide 
into a place in the fore, by hym appopnted. 
As foone as he came thither, he toke the one 
ſwoꝛde, and delyuered the other to iRinant, 
byddpng bpm to prone his firength : and to 
aflape, whyther his dedes wolde ratifpe his 
Mores. Wherat the Scottyſhe kyng beyng 
abathed, beholdyng the noble courage of Cuz 
gar, with an horrible feare confelled his ers

Ob⸗ 
ftinacpe ts an affection wnmoucatic, fired te 
wplle,abandonpng reafon, whiche is ingens 
Dred OF Preyde, that is to fap, whan amanne 
eftemeth fo mocy him Celfe aboue any other, 
that he reputeth his o wne wytte onelp,to be 
in perfection, and contemneth al other couns 
cell. Andoutedly this is an horrible and pes 
ryllous vyce, and berp familiar with theym 
whyche be of mooſte noble courages. Dy it 
tnanp a baliant capitapne and noble pꝛynce, 
haue not onely fallen thepin felfes , but alfoo 
hr0ughtall they: countreps in daunger, and 
oftentymes to ſubuercion and cuine.

Che great kpng Alexander, etter his fir 
wictozpe againt kynge Darius, hauyng al⸗ lerande 
wavyes in his hoof the wyke of the ſame Da 
rins, whiche incomparably ercelled all other 
toomenin beauitic, wolde neuer, after be 
hadde ones ſeene her, haue her come in bis 
pꝛeſence. Bil be it that he cauſed bee aftate 
ftplito bc mapntepned , and with as moche 
honour as cuer it was: and to thepm, whi⸗ 
che wondipnge at the ladpes beautie, merz 
uapled, whp Alerander Spdde not deſpze to i

¶ antiochus,the noble kpnge of Alta, the 
citic of Epheſum, behelde a vpꝛgin (being a 
Mynchen in the temple of Diana): of excel: 
lent beautie, and perceyuyng hym felfe to be 
tauplthed in the loue of the mapden, hattilp 
and immediatly Departed out of the citi, lett 
loue fhuld conftrapne hym to violate the pir: 
gyne: wplelp confpperpng thatit was belt, 
to abſteyne From doinge battaple with that 
enneimp, whyche bnethe mought be vanqui⸗ 
(cd, but bp flp ght onelp. 
¶ Ghe valpant Pompepe, whan he hadde 
vanquyſſhed the kpnge MPithudates, and 
had taken opuers of hrs concubines, which 
in beautie ercelled, wolde haue noo carnall 
hnowledge with any of thepym : but whan 
he knewe, that they were of noble tpgnage, 
Cente theym vndekyled to thep: parentes and 
kynnesfolke. 
¶ Semblably dpd Scipio, whan he wanne 
Karthage. Foz amonge dpucrs wornenne, 
whiche were there taken: one mofte kayzeſt 
of other, was brought vnto him,to do with 
her his -pleature. Wut aftr that he had dif: 
{coucted to bpm, that (he was affiaunced to 
a gentylle man, called Indibilis, hecauled 
¥pni to be fent For, and whan he behelde the 
lamentation and Cygnes of loue betweene 
their, he not onely Delpuered her to Indibi⸗ 
lis; with her raunfome, whiche her Neate 
adde 
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had papde fo: her redemption: but alſo ad- 
ded therto an honorable portion of bis own 
treafure. yp the whiche continence and ly⸗ 
beralitie, he wanne the hartes of Indibilis 
and all bis bloude, wherbp be the Cooner ope 
tepned and wanne the countrep. 
@ DE this vertue be exaumples innumera⸗ 
ble ag wel of gentils ag of chꝛiſten men: But 
thefe For this typine, Mall fuffife, ſauyng fo: 
the Qraungenes of it, Iwyll reherſe a notas 
ble hyſtoꝛy, which is remembzed by the mok 
excellent doctour fapnt hierome. 
¶ Valerian beinge emperour of Rome,and A wonders 
perfecutpnge tie churche, Jn Egypt wasa ful conti: 
chziſten man prefented vnto hym, whome he nence in a 
beholdyuge to be yonge and luſtp, thpnkpng chriſtẽ mas 
therfore to remoue hym from the fayth, tas tyz. 
thee bp benerpall motions, than by (arpnes 
of tourmentes, caufed hpmto be lapde tha 
bedde within a fapre qardein, haupng about 
hym all floures of ſwete odour and moft &s 
lectable faucurs and perfumes. And thanne 
canted a fapre tender ponge woman to be 
lapde bp him al naked, who ceffed nat Cwete 
ip and louyngly to embrace and kyſſe bym, 
(hewpnge to hym all pleafant deuyſes, to the 
intent fo pꝛouoke hym to fosmeation. Chere 
lacked Ipttell, that the ponge tan was not 
vanquyſhed, and that the kleſſhe pcided not 
tothe ferupee of Gienus Chat percepupng 
the ponge manne, whiche was armed: with 
gtace, and feng none other — jie 
ee 
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fecth dyd anawe of hts owne founge, wher⸗ 
with he ſuffred ſuche incredyble pepne, that 
therwith the brennyng of boluptuous appe⸗ 
tite was vtterly ertincte, 
¶ Jn this notable ace, F wote not whiche 
ts to be cOimended, epther his inuincible cou⸗ 
rage, incetpityng fo moche agapuit nature, 
oꝛ his wyſedome, in ſubduyng the lafe peyn 
with the more, and bptpnge of that, wherby 
hemought be conſtramed to blafpheme god, 
oꝛ renounce hisrelpgion. ure Fam, chat 
he therfore recepucd immoztall lpfe,and pers 
petuall glory.

¶ Wide note in chylderne tneonftancpe, and 
lpkewpfe in women, the one for ſklendernes 
of wytte, the othet as a naturall fyckenes, 
Therkoꝛe men vſe in rebukyng a man of in⸗ 
conftance, to call him a childyſhe m woman⸗ 
lp perfon. All be it Come women now a days 
be founden moze conftant than men, and {pe 
cially in loue towarde thep: hulbandes, of 
els mought there happen to be Come wꝛonge 
inherttours. 
¶ onftance is as propre vnto a manne as 
is reaſon: And is of Cuche eſtimation that 
acco.dpng as it was fpoken of a toile man: 
It were better to hauea conſtant enempe, 
than aninconftant frende. Whereof 3 mp 
Celfe had Cufficient erpertence. 
¶ But howe to declare Come experietice of 
Conſtaunce, wherbp thereders maybe the 
moꝛe therto prouoked, J wyll reherfe fome 
eramples therof, out of olde hiſtoꝛies as J 
i hall happen to remembye then. 
¶ After that Sylla had vanquiſhed Ma⸗ 
rius, and diſtroyed the parte of his aduer⸗ 
Caries, he, with a great numbꝛe of ‘perfons, 
all armed enupronned the Cenate, intending 
to. compen theym bp ppolence to condemne 
Marius 
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us koꝛ a traitour. MD hich tequeſt none 
Ou’ gainelape:Sceuola onelp excepte, who 
berns therof demanded wolde gpue no fens 


fence. Hut whan Silla dpd caſt therfore on

bplage,and noble courage, Catd to him:Sil- 
la, although thou facet ethyetnett me with 
thy multitude of Couldiours, with whome 
thou hatte thus befieged this courte, pe and 
althoughe thou doeſt menace me with death 
neuer fo moche,pet halt thou neuer biyng to 
paffe,that fo (hedpng a lpyttel olde bloude, I 


Hal iudge Marius a trattour, bp whom this 
cptie and all Italye haue ben preferued, 

¶ Che conttance, that greate kyng Alexan⸗ 
der had, in truſtyng bis frende agapnſt kals 
re porte, faued his lyfe:wherot all menne des 
Cpatred:fo; after that noble battaile, wherin 
he hadde vanquyſhed Darius, and taken his 
treaſure, as he paſſed thꝛough Cilicia beyng 
fore chaufed with feruente heate, and the 
length of his tourney, he caine by the rpucr, 
stalled Lponus,z beholdyng it tlere and pleas 
faunte, and thpnkpng to aſſwage therin the 
heates that he{uffered, wente thereinto nas 
ked, and dzanke therof : But immediatiy by 
the excedpng colde, whpche was in that wat 
fer, this Cinewes ſhꝛanke, and his iopntcs bez 
came vnweldy, and as thep were dead, and 
all his hoofte bepnge dpfeomforted the was 
conueped to a cytie thereby, called Tarſum. 
Wherevpon the phifitions atembiyo to — 
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apfe the beſte remedy. Bil were determined 
to gpue hym one medicpne, and that it Hhuld 
be miniftred by one Philip, chrefe philicpor 
with Alerander, In the meane time Parme⸗ 
nio, one of the greatteft capitapnes aboute 
Aleraner,aducetiled him bp his letters, that 
he fhulde beware of the treafon of the ſayde 
49 hilippe,fapeng : he was cozrupted witha 
greatte Comme of monep by Darius. Wher⸗ 
with he beyng nothpng eſbaied: helde in his 
hantes the letter and recetuing the medicine, 
that Philippe gaue hpin, at oone tpme dely⸗ 
wered theletter open to Philip, and danke 
alſoo the medicine, declarpng theebp the cone 
{tance that was in his frendihyppe. Whicht 
truft, not onclp cauſed nature the better to 
warke with the medicine, but alfo bound fo 
the harte of the Mhilption toward him, that 
he ener after ſtudyed moze diligently for the 
helpe and preferuation of the noble pzynce. 
that dydde fo moche trufte him. 

¶ Che Lonkance of Lato Uticenlis was 
alway immoueable, info moche that at fons 
Dry tymes, whan hein the Senate egrelp de⸗ 
kended the publike weale, with vehemẽt and 
longe orations, agapnite the attemptates o€ 
ambicious perfons, be was by theym rebu⸗ 
hed, and commptted to prifon s But he thers 
fore not ceſſyng, but gopng towarde prifon, 
Defected to the people as he wente, the vnle⸗ 
full purpofes z enterpzyſes of them, bp who 
he was punyſhed, with che perpll that wae 
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imminente to the publyke weale, why che be 
Opd with ſuche courage and eloquence, that 
as well the Senate as the people dewe foo 
about hym,that his aduerlarpes were fame 
fo2 Ecare to difeharge hym. 
¶ MDho can Cufficientipy commende this nos 
ble manne Lato, whan be reveth in the war⸗ 
bes of Plutarche of his excellente courage 
and vertuer Bowe moche woꝛthier hadv he 
ben, to haue had Homere the trumpe of his 
fame immoztal than Achilles: who for a lit⸗ 
tell wenche contended with Agamemnoͤn ons 
lp: where Lato fo: the conferuation of the 
weale publpke contended, and aloo reſvſted 
agapnite Julius Lelar and the great ome 
pep, and not only againtt they; menaces, bus 
alfoo agapnt thep: defpres, and offtes of az 
lxaunce. WDhereof F wold gladly have made 
a remembꝛzance in this warke,p£ the bolume 
thereby, Houlde not to moche haue increaled 
and becomen vnhandſome. 
¶ Undoubtedly conttaunce is an honoura⸗ 
ble vertue, as inconſtance is reprocheful and 
odious. Whertoꝛe that amanne, whichers 
mutable fo: euery occafion, mufte nedes of 
ten repent hym, and in moche repentaunce is 
not onelp moche foly, but alfoo qreate detri⸗ 
mente: whiche enerp wife man tpl efchue, 
pf he cat. Wherkoꝛe to gouernours nothyng 
1S MOze propre, chan to be in theyz liupng fae 
big and couftant,

His bleſſed companye of vertues, in 
this wyle aſſembled, foloweth Tem⸗ 
wprance, as a Cad and diſcrete matrone 
and reuerent gouerneſſe, awaytyng diligent⸗ 
ly, that in any wyle voluptie oꝛ cõcupiſtente 
haue no preeminence in the ſoule of man. 
Arift. ethi. ¶ Ariſtotelle defyneth this vertue, tobea 
mediocritie in the plefures of the bodye, Cpes 
ctallp in taft and touchpng. Cherfore he that 
is temperate, flecth pleafures voluptuous, 
and with the abfenee of thems not difcons 
tented, aud frome the prefence of thepm, he 
wyllyngely abttepneth. But in mpne oppiniõ 
49 lotinus, the wonderfull phylofopher, mas 
Keth aneceellent definition of temperaunce, 
faping : that the propretic 02 office therof is 
to couaite nothpnge, whpche mape be repen⸗ 
ted, alfo not to ercede the boundes of medio⸗ 
critie, and tokepe deſyze wnder the pocke of 
reafon. 
Temperat ¶ He that practifeth this vertue, wcalleda 
incõtinẽce. temperate man, and be that dothe contrarpe 
therto,1s named temperate : betwene whors 
and a perfone incontinent, Ariſtotell maketh 
this diuerſitie, that hers intemperat, whiche 
by his owne election 1s ladde, ſuppoſyng the 
pieafure that is pꝛeſente oꝛ (as J moughte 
faye)in bre, ſhoulde alwaye be folowed.But 
the perſon incontinent ſuppoſeth not —— 
yet be 
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pet he notwithſtandyng doth folowe it. Che 
Came auctour alfoo maketh a dDpuerfitic, be: 
ewene hym thats teinperate, and hym that 
fs continente,faping: Cie continente manis 
fuche one, that nothpng wyll doo foꝛ bodelp 
pleafure, whyche ſhall ſtande agaynſte rea: 
fon. Che fame is he, whiche is temperat, ſa⸗ 
upng that the other bathe coꝛrupte defpres, 
whiche this man lacketh. 


¶ TAllo the temperate manne delpteth in no⸗ 


thyng;contrarp to reafon But he that is co: 
tinent delptetij:pet wyll be not be lad againſt 
ecafon. Finallp to declare tt in Fewe wo de¢, 
we mape wel call hym a Cemperate manne, 
thatdelpreth the thynge whiche he ought to 
Oelpre, and as he ought to delpre, = wan he 
ought to defpre, Notwithſtundynge there be 
dyuers other vertucs, whichedo ſeme to be 
as it were companyons with temperãce. DE 
whom( fo: the exchuing of tedioufnes) ¥ tol 
ſpeke now onelp of two, moderation,and ſo⸗ 
bzeneſſe, whpche no man (Iſuppoſe) doub⸗ 
teth to be of Cuche efftcacic, that without thé 
tho mã may attapne vnto wyſedome: and by 
theym wyledome is ſoneſt efpted.

¶ Fabius Maximtis, tring kyue times Cõ⸗ 
ful, perceiuyng bis father, his graundfather, 
and greate graundefather,and dpuers other 
his auncetours,to haue had often times that 
mooſte honourable dignitte, whan his ſonne 
by the pmuerlall conlent of the people ſhuld 
be alfo made coful, he earneſtly intreated the 
people,to ſpare hrs fonne, and to gpue to the 
houſe of fabius,as it were a vacation tine 
from that honour: ot for any miſtruſt that 
he hadde in his ſonnes vertue and honettie; 
but that bis moderation was tuche, that he 
wolde not that ercellente dignitie ſhoulde ale 
wape continue in one kamilie. 
¶ Scipio Affricanus the elder, whan the 
ſenate and people had purpofed, that acco: 
dynge to his merites he Hulde haue certaine 
ſtatues 02 ymages Cet tn all courtes and plac 
ees of aſſembly. Allo they wolde hauetet his 
| (mage 
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dmage it triumphant apparayle within the 
sapt tole, and haue graunted to hym to haue 
ben Conſul and Dictato2 durpnge his ipfe, 
sot withſtandyng be wolde not Cuffer, that 
ap of them (hulde be decreed, epther by the 
acte o£ the Cenate,o2 bp the peoples (uffrage, 
twherin he thewed him felfe, to be as valiant 
in refufing of honours, as be was in his ac⸗ 
tes, wierin he had them well deferued. 
@ There is aifoo moderation in tolleration Tollerati⸗ 
of fortune of euerye forte, whyche of Tulli on of fox: 
ds called equabilitic. whpchets, whanthere tune good 
ſemeth to be alway oone viſage and countes and badde 
naunce, nepther changed noz foz profperitie 
noꝛ foz aduerſitie. 

Metcllus, called Numidicus, in a com⸗ 
mune cedicion beyng baniſhed frome Rome, 
and abpdrnge in Alia; as he hapned to ſytte 
with noble menne of that countrcp, in bebols 
dyng a greate plape, there were letters dely⸗ 
trered hym, wierin he was aſſertayned, that 
by the hole conſent of the ſenate and people, 
bis retourne into his countrep was grauns 
ted. Notwithſtandyng, that he was of that 
tidpnges ercedpnge topfull, pet he remeued 
not, vntyli the plapes were ended, noꝛ anpe 
man Cittyng by hpm, mought perceive in his 
countenauuce anp token of gladnes. 
¶ MWWhan the great king Antiochus, whiche 
long tithe had in his Dominion all Bia, whi⸗ 
che is accounted to be the thirde parte of the 
Worid, was at the lat banquided by Lucius 

ates Scipio, 
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Scipio,and had lok the moze part of his ems 
pite, and twas alligned but to a (mal postio, 
bled his fortune fo moderately, that he gaue 
‘gtet thankes to tive Romans, that bepng de⸗ 
ipucred of fo0 greate burdon and charge, he

¶ Blerander beyng electe and made empes 
tout of Rome at. rbt. veres of his age Co crs 
celled all other in vertue, that the fenate and 
people wolde haue him called, the great Ale:

¶ Chere is alfoo a Moderation tobe vſed 
againſt wrathe o: appetite of pengeaunce. 
¶ Hadziane the empecoure, whyple saps 
ut a 
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bata pꝛiuate perſone, bare towarde a capi⸗ 
tapne greuous dyſpleaſure, who afterwarte 
hearpnge,that be was mate emperour, was 
in greate keare, leaſte Hadziane wolde be ad⸗ 
tenged. Wut whan he came to the Empe⸗ 
tours prclence, he nothynge dyd or ſayde to 
hpi, but onely theſe woꝛdes:Thou hak wel 
efcaped. By whyche woꝛdes he well declared 
bis moteration,and alfoo that who foo euce 
putteth onthe habite of a comune perfon og 
gouctnour,tt chal not tefeme hun to reuenge 
private dyſpleaſures 

¶ Archttas, whan he had ben a longe Cpace 
out of his countrep,and at bis retourne foad 
bis poſſeſſpons and goods deſtroyed and 
iwafted, ſayde to his balyfe: Fj wolde Curly 
punythe the, yf 3 thoulne not be awgrp. 

¶ Woche ipke dpode lato. For whan his 
Ceruaunte hadde offended hym greuoullp;he 
delpred Speulippus his frende to puniihe 
hpi, leafte(Capde he) pl FZ beate hin, F hula 
happe to be angry. MDberin Plato deferued 
more pꝛaiſe than Srchitas,in as moche as he 
oblerued pacience, and pet dyd not ſuffre the 
offence of his Ceruaunte to be bnpunythed. 
For mot ofter tymes the omittpng of cores 
ction redoubleth a trefpace. 

¶ Semblable moveration and wyfedome 
Aullus Gellius remembzethe to bem Piu⸗ 
tatche the philofophcr, whyche was maittce 
to.@ratane the emperoure. Ft hapued that 
the bondeman of Plutarche had committed 
W883 av. Come 
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Cone greuous offence: wherfoze his mapftee 
wyiled, that he ſhulde be harpelp punpihed: 
and commaunopng hym to be ſtriped naked, 
canled an other of his Ceruauntes in his pres 
fence to beatc hym. ut the Claue, who as it 
Cemid was learned, whple he was in beating 
ericd out on Plutarche, andin mancr of res 
prochefapde vnto hym: Howe agreeth this 
With thy doctrine, that pꝛeacheſt Co moche of 
pacience,z in all thy leſſons repꝛoueſt wꝛath: 
and nowe contrary to thyne owne teachyng. 
¢hou atte all inflamed with wꝛath, and clene 
From the pacience, which thou fo moch prats

¶ Plato, 0; rather Socrates, lato tndts 
ctpnge, in bis ſeconde booke of the publpkhe 
weale, wplleth, that the people of his cptie, 
iwhpche he wolde conftitute, ſhoulde be nos 
vithed with barly bꝛede and cakes of wheat, 
and that the refpduc of their dicte ſhoulde be 
falte, olpucs, cheſe and lykes, and moze ouer 
wortes, that the fieldes doo bꝛinge forthe, fog 
their potage:but he addeth to,as hit were to 
make the diner moze delicate, fygges, beanes. 
mpztil beries, beche maſt, whiche they ſhuld 
roſt on the coles, and dzynke to it water mos

¶ Dipheus (oone of the eidefte poctes of

with the Caping of the wyſe man, contepned 
tn the fayd prayer tate reberſed. 

¶ €uftathius the crpofitour of Homere,

¶ But kynally, as bp od autors a man map 
aggregate a Definition,that whiche ts called 

in greke and latine Mufa, t6 that part of the 

fowle, that tnduceth and moueth a man to 

ferche for knowlege, tn the which motion is 
a feerefe and mexplicable Rlecdation. Blbeit, 

bycaule knowlege ts infundip wpfe diftrps

¶ Woxcouce Zupitcr was alwaye taken of 
the poctes and philofoplhers fo; the ſupreme 
god, whpche was the spuce of lyke, and eres 
atour of all thinges, as appereth in all theyz 
warkes, wherfore Comtime thep cal him om⸗ 
nipotét,Comtime the Father of goddis and of 
mẽ ſo that vnder that name they knowleged 
to be a verp god, thougy thep honoured him 
not,as on onli god, as thet ought to haue ton 
¶ But nowe Drpheus Caping, that the mus 
fes pioceded of Fuptter and memoyp, map te 
in this wyſe interpreted, Chat god almygh⸗ 
ty mfuded Hapience intothe Wemoppe of 
man: : for to the acqupzinge of ſcience belon⸗ 
geth vnderſtandyng and memozpe, whyche 
as atreafory hath power to retapne, and al: 
fo to crogate and dyſtribute, whan opoꝛtu⸗ 
nitie hapneth. And for the ercellencp of this 
thyng, forme noted to be in mans fowlea di⸗ 
upne fubfiance. As Ppthagoꝛas, oꝛ fome of 
his ſcholers, wzyting his Centence, ſaythe in 
this wyſe fpeakpng to man: 


@ Now tn thy ſelk haue thou good cofinece 
& cng moztall men be of the kynde Opume, 
In whole nature a reuerent excellence 
Appereth ciece, whiche al thyng vone wine. 


¶ Wyche Centence of 49 pthagoras, is nat 
reieited 
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reiected nepther of Plato, which approches 
nexte vnto the catholike writers, nor OF Dps 
tines, whiche mterprete holpe Ceripture, tac 
kyng the fowle fo; the nnage and ſimilitude 
Of god. 
¶ Moze ouer, Plato affirmeth, that there 
is ſette in the foule of man, cõmyng into the 
wozlde, certapn ſpices oꝛ as it were fedes of 
thynges, andrules of artes o7 ſciences. 
WObcefore Socrates; the boke of ference, 
reſembleth hym Cetfe toa a mydwyfe fapinag, 
In teachyuge ponge men, he dyd putte into 
theym no ſcience, but rather brought forthe 
that, whiche all redy was in theym lyke as 
the mydwyte bzoughte not in the chplde; but 
being conteyued, did helpe to byinge it forth: 
And tiple as in houndes is a power oꝛ diſpo⸗ 
fition to bunt, In hoꝛſes and: grephoundes 
an aptitude to runne ſwiktely, Coin the ſow⸗ 
tes of menne is ingenerate a leme of Cetence, 
wypclhe with the mprture of a terrefrpall 
ſubſtaunte is obfulcate, 02 made Darke, But 
where ereis apertect mayſter prepated tn 
tyme tie bꝛightnes of the ſcience appereth 
polyte and clere, lxke as the power and apti⸗ 
tude of the beaſtes beſoꝛe reherſed, appered.

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¶ S emblably the forxefayde Socrates, ia 
Platos boke of ſapience,ſaith ta one Thea⸗ 
ges, Neuer man lerned of me any thyng, all 
though bp mp companye, ye became wyler, 
Jonelp exhoztyng, andthe good ſpyryte in⸗ 
ſyyzynge. 

¶ WD byche wonderfull fentence, as me ſee⸗ 
meth, map well’ accozde with cur catholpke 
kaythe, and be tecepued into the commentas 
ries of the moſt perfect diupnes. For as well 
that fentencc, as all other before reherſed, do 
tomprobate with holp &cripture, that god 
is the fountapne of Saprence, lyke as he is 
the Couerayne begynnyng of all generation. 
¶ Billo it was wonderfullye well expzeſſed, 
dt whom Sapience to ingendicd, bya pocte 
nated Affranius, whofe verfes were ſette 
ouer the porche of the Cemple, where-the Ces 
hate of Rome moſte commontp allimbled.

Fi⸗ 
nally fo large is the compaſe of that whiche 
ts named hyſtozie, that it compzehendeth alk 
thpng that is neceſſary to be put in memory, 
In ſoo moche,as Ariltotelle, where he declas 
reth the pattes of mannes bodye, with theps 
deſcription and offyces, and aifo the ſondzye 
- formes and difpofitions of al beattes,foutes, 
and fithes, with ther generation, nameth bts 
booke an hiftorpe. Hemblablp Chcophratt 
his fcholer, anoble philoſopher, defcepupng 
all herivs and trees, wherof he mought haue 
thetrewe knowledge, intptleth his booke, < 
Che hiltozpe of plantes. And finally Plini 
the elder, calicth his moft ercellent and wons 
derfull warke, the hyftowe of nature: in the 
iwhiche booke he nothpnge omptteth, that in 
the bofome of ature ts cõteyned, and map 
be by mannes wytte comprehended, and is 
woꝛthye to be had m remembzance. Whiche 
auctonties of theſe three noble and excellente 
learned men, approuctl the Cigniftcation of 
Hiftorye, to agree well with the exp oſition 
of the berbe Hiftoreo, wherof tt commeth. 
¶ Mowe lette vs Ce what boke of holy ſcri⸗ 
pture, 3 meane the olde. tefamente and the 
newe, maye be layde, to haue no parte of his 
fore. Che fyue babes of Moiſes, the poke 
het ae 6 
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of Juges, the foure bokes of kkpriges, Fob, 
Helter, Judith, Ruth, Chobias, And alfoo 
the bpitone of MP achabes (whypche from the 
other isfcparate) 3 fuppole no manne wyil 
denpe, but that thep be all htltozicall:o2(as J 
mought Cape) intier hiſtorꝛies. Alloo Eſdrꝛas, 
Nemias, Esechicl, and Manel, alithoughe 
thep were propletes: pet be theit warkes cõ⸗ 
pacte in fourme of narratiõs, whiche by oꝛa⸗ 


tours be called enunciatiuea onlp perteineth 


to hiftones, wherin ts expꝛeſſed a thing tone, 
and perfons named. All the other prophetes, 
thoughe they ſpeake of the tyme future; to 
come, whiche 1s out of the defcription of an 
hiſtorye, pet epther mrebukpnee the ſynnes 
and enoꝛmities paſſed, oꝛ bewarlpng the de⸗ 
ſtruction of thep: countrep, oꝛ captiuitie of 
the people, andfuche ipke calamitic 02 nuſe⸗ 
rable aftate,aifoo in meupng or perſwadyng 
the people, thep do recite Come circumſtaunce 
. of anarration. 
¶ But nowe be we commen to the newe te⸗ 
ſtamente, and pzincipallp the bookes of the 
Euangeliſtes, pulgarelp called the goſpelles, 
whiche be one conterte of an hiſtoꝛie: do not 
thep contepne the temporall lyfe of our fa:

Che bookes of aces of apo- 
felies, what thynge is it elics buta plapne

Das, the apoBles, Doo conteyne counfaples 
and aduertifementes in the fourme of oza- 
tions, recitpng Dpuers places as weil oute of 
the olve teſtament, as out of the gofpels,as it 
were an abbrentate, calle’ of the grekes and 
{atines Epitoma, @his 12 wel knowen to be 
true, of thei that haue hadde any leafure to 
tere holy Cevipture:who cemcmbypng the ſel⸗ 
fes bp this mp litel mbdurtion, wyl leue to nex 
glecte hiftory,o2 contemne it with fo gencral 
a difpraple as thep haue ben accuftomed, 

¶ Hut pet Come wyll unpugne them with a 
more partienter obiection, Capinge: Che hy⸗ 
ftozies of the Grekes aud Romapnes be no⸗ 
thpnge but lyes, and kainyng of poetes:ſome 
Cuche perſones there be, betwene whom and 
good auctours hatly euer ten perpetual hoſti⸗ 
i:tie. Fyꝛſte howe do they knowe, thatall the 
hpltorpes of Grekes and Romapnes be lea: 
{ynges, Cens thep Epndenot, that any fert: 
pture autentyke, made about that tyme that 
thofe hyſtoꝛies were wꝛyten, doo reprouc oꝛ 
contemne thepmty Wut the moofte catholpke 
and renoumed doctours of Chꝛiſtis religion, } 
én the coꝛroboꝛatiõ of they: argumentes and : 


fentences doo allege the Came. hyſtoꝛyes, and

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bouche (as F monghte Cay) to thep: aide the 
auctorytie of the wꝛitars. And pet Comme of 
thole Rabines (in goddis name) whpche in 
compariſon of the fapde noble doctours, be 
as who Lapthe petitcs, and vnneth lettred:
